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REPORT OF THE 
TROY PLANNING BOARD 


1980 was a quiet year for the planning board. The only 
permit activity was applications for electrical service 
(pole permits). Eight permits were approved for houses 
and one for the new Troy Postal facilty. 


Work continued on the comprehensive plan. with the 
1980 census finished, new information is gradually 
becoming available and much of the draft work is being 
updated. The census counted 702 people in Troy, up from 
543 in 1970. Although this seems like a big increase, we 
are still one of the smaller and slower growing towns in 
the county. 


Because most of the new census material will be avail- 
able soon, the planning board did not publish any 
newsletters in 1980 or print up any of its lengthy study. 
Thus none of the funds raised at last year’s Town Meet- 
ing were used. However, the planning board feels that 
having a small sum available for expenses and printing 
cost is important and is requesting that $100 again be 
set aside for its use in 1981. 


The North Kennebec Regional Planning Commission has 
completed the very tedious job of transferring the in- 
formation on all eight natural resource maps to mylar 
for permanent keeping. They have given us far more 
assistance than our membership entitles us to. 


At the end of the year the planning board reviewed a 
proposed hazardous waste ordinance which several towns 
have already enacted and many towns are considering 
at their annual town meetings this month. The ordinance 
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simply prohibits anyone from storing up or dumping 
hazardous waste in the town without the townspeople’s 
approval. Because of things that have happened in other 
parts of the state such as the contamnation of the drink- 
ing water in Gray, and elsewhere, by haphazard dump- 
ing, the planning board thinks having the ordinance is 
a good idea and encourages voters to support it. 


The board met twice a month at the Troy School through- 
out 1980. Meeting dates will be set at the board’s annual 
meeting in April for next year and published. The public 
is welcome and encouraged to drop in. |
